^(pJt  It  was  a  uniquely  happy  and  hopeful  oc- 
casion when  Archbishop  Cushing  and  Bishop 
Ryan  returned  to  Alma  Mater  to  exchange 
greetings  with  faculty  and  students.  Out  of 
doors  the  day  was  gloomy  enough  to  bring 
comfort  to  the  deepest  pessimist,  with  snow 
and  rain  and  sleet  and  the  overcast  so  low  that 
it  seemed  to  brush  the  ground.  Yet  the  im- 
pression that  remained  was  that  of  a  bright 
day.  The  addresses  of  both  Prelates  were  in- 
spiring, but  the  message  of  Archbishop  Cush- 
ing, cummunicated  in  his  second  address,  made 
to  the  assembled  faculties  at  luncheon,  is  one 
that  I  wish  to  share  with  the  Alumni. 

In  His  Excellency's  vision  of  the  future, 
Chestnut  Hill  stands  out  as  a  brilliant  center 
of  learning  in  New  England,  a  region  richest 
in  its  cultural  tradition.  Draw  a  circle  of  about 
fifteen  miles  in  circumference  around  Chest- 
nut Hill  and  you  will  include  such  institutions  as 
St.  John's  Seminary,  Emmanuel  College,  Wes- 
ton College,  Regis  College,  more  than  a  few 
seminaries  and  training  schools  of  religious 
congregations  and  the  probable  foundation  of 
another  college.  Let  us  imagine  all  these  in- 
stitutions moving  together  in  one  concerted 
plan,  each  retaining  its  own  personality  and 
traditions,  yet  adding  something  to  a  grand  de- 
sign.     See  the  clusters  of  noble  buildings  that

will  arise  in  the  campuses.  Diagram  the  fac- 
ulties which  will  be  formed  and  the  depart- 
ments which  will  be  organized  in  all  branches 
of  knowledge.  From  this  will  go  out  the  beams 
of  truth  and  power  and  of  virtue  to  all  of  New 
England  and  beyond  through  affiliated  schools, 
through  centers  of  adult  education,  and  through 
the  varied  associations  which  will  group  them- 
selves around  the  center.  The  massive  Tower 
on  the  Heights  will  be  the  symbol  of  the  aspir- 
ing strength  of  it  all. 

This  is  the  vision  that  makes  dark  days 
bright.  Yet  it  is  not  an  escapist  phantasy.  A 
solid  and  substantial  start  has  already  been 
made  through  the  years,  not  without  great 
labor  and  sacrifice.  The  part  that  remains 
to  be  done  will  not  be  as  arduous  as  that  which 
is  already  accomplished.  Of  course  no  stamp 
of  the  wizard's  foot  will  crown  the  hill  with 
buildings  and  bring  into  being  a  multitude  of 
students  and  teachers.  Educational  institu- 
tions grow  somewhat  slowly  —  at  least  Cath- 
olic institutions  of  higher  learning  do.  But 
by  the  loyal  and  inspired  labors  of  faculty  and 
alumni,  under  the  dynamic  leadership  of  our 
Archbishop,  we  shall  see  the  plan  unfold  year 
by  year.  And  God's  Providence  will  not  be 
less  liberal  in  the  years  ahead  than  It  has  been 
in  the  past.

Father  Murphy  addressed  the  following  to 
Archbishop  Cushing: 

"Your  Excellency:  The  faculties  of  all  our 
schools,  even  many  of  those  who  are  on  leave 
of  absence,  have  assembled  this  morning  to  be 
with  the  students  for  this  happy  greeting.  We 
have  looked  forward  to  see  the  elements  of 
our  College  in  the  postwar  world.  But  one  of 
the  essential  elements  of  this  period  we  have 
not  made  the  subject  of  a  paper.  It  can  be  its 
own  spokesman.  It  is  yourself.  We  know 
that  of  our  future  Your  Excellency  will  be  a 
great  part. 

"All  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  all  the 
students,  past  and  present  rejoiced  at  your  Ex- 
cellency's elevation.  Through  the  years  we 
have  seen  Your  Excellency's  single  minded  de- 
votion to  God's  cause.  We  have  realized  the 
significance  of  the  bishop's  mitre  and  pastoral 
staff  in  the  hospital  ward,  and  among  little 
children,  and  inside  the  thick  gray  walls  of  a 
prison.  We  have  beheld  the  renewed  beauty 
of  God's  House  and  the  splendor  of  His  wor- 
ship. We  have  hearkened  to  the  stirring  call 
to  a  society  laboring  with  dignity  and  joy  in 
an  atmosphere  of  understanding  charity.  We 
have  caught  some  glimpses  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  jungle  and  desert  and  in  cities  and 
lends  that  once  seemed  far  distant  but  are  now 
sc  near,  what  with  the  graves  of  American 
youth  a  part  of  thousands  of  American  homes. 
In  all  of  these  hopes  Boston  College,  its  stu- 
dents and  professors  hope  to  share.  But  more 
especially  is  she  thinking  of  the  ancient  words, 
'Go  teach  all  nations.'  She  looks  to  Your 
Excellency  as  the  successor  of  Peter  and  his 
band  whom  through  the  power  of  the  Sacra- 
ment the  Holy  Ghost  has  made  the  depositary 
of  divine  truth.  We  divide  truth  into  secular 
and  divine;  yet  we  know  that  it  is  a  way  of 
speaking.  For  the  dynamo  is  full  of  divine 
significance  and  the  Incarnation  if  fraught 
with  the   meaning   of  time. 

"To  Your  Excellency  as  the  guardian  of 
truth,  the  College  now  turns,  with  reverence  to 
you  as  its  Bishop,  with  love,  as  one  of  its  sons. 
And  as  a  pledge  of  this  affection  and  devo- 
tion it  asks  you  to  accept  this  memorial  of  our 
joyful    congratulations   and   pf  prayer." 


THE  CRIMEAN  CONFERENCE 


By  FRANCIS  E.  LOW,  S. 


Father  Low  prepared  the  following  statement 
for  the  Boston  Globe  this  month,  the  day  after 
the  announcement  of  the  decisions  agreed 
by  the  Big  3  at  Yalta. 

The  report  of  the  Crimean  conference  is  an 
amazing  document,  and  the  fulsome  praise  of 
its  contents  by  several  Senators  and  American 
editorial  writers  is  really  astounding.  Actually 
the  decisions  made  by  the  Big  3  constitute  in 
large  part  a  major  victory  for  Stalin  and  Com- 
munism in  Europe.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
near  and  distant  future  will  prove  that  in  the 
former  palace  of  the  Czars  at  Yalta  the  U.  S. 
S.  R.  gained  a  more  important  victory  than 
any  yet  won  by  the  Red  Army. 

On  the  surface  the  report  appears  to  grant 
free  elections,  democratic  forms  of  govern- 
ment and  continued  Allied  assistance  to  the 
liberated  (?)  nations  of  Europe,  particularly 
to  Poland  and  Yugoslavia.  The  truth  (how- 
ever unpleasant  it  may  seem)  is  that  Poland  as 
an  independent  nation  no  longer  exists.  It 
has  been  "taken  over"  by  Russia,  as  the  three 
Baltic  nations,  Lithuania,  Latvia  and  Esthonia 
have  already  been.  The  real  Polish  Govern- 
ment in  exile  has  been  ignored,  although  Eng- 
land, the  United  States  and  the  people  of  Po- 
land all  proclaimed  its  valid  character  and 
promised  it  recognition  and  support. 

The  newly  proposed  government  will  be 
practically  the  present  Soviet  group  headed  by 
President  Beiut,  a  Communist  puppet  leader 
and  the  thinly  camouflaged  "democratic"  Po- 
lish heads  chosen  by  Stalin  to  do  his  bidding. 
Any  future  election  in  Poland  or  Yugoslavia 
or  in  any  other  Soviet  sphere  of  influence  will 
follow  the  Soviet  blueprint  for  all  its  engineered 
elections  and   foreseen   results. 

Meanwhile  Stalin  awards  Silesia  and  East 
Prussia  to  Poland,  that  is,  to  Russia.  Millions 
of  "liberated"  Polish  people  are  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  conquered  German  territory  (a 
gigantic  and  perilous  undertaking).  Other 
millions  of  Germans,  their  industry,  their  arm- 
ies, and  their  personal  worth,  are  to  be  seized, 
transported  to  Russia,  or  incorporated  into 
Stalin's  new  and  greater  Red  Army.  The  Board 
of  Reparations  will  hold  its  sessions  indefinitely 
in  Moscow,  while  England,  the  United  States, 
France  and  Russia  divide  and  occupy  various 
zones  in  what  is  left  of  Germany. 

The  following  conclusions  from  the  confer- 


ence  are   based   on    realism,    not   fancy.      Th 
should    be  seriously    debated  at   once    here 
America,    especially    in   Congress,    which   alo 
has  the  right  to  ratify  peace  terms  and  enforj 
them: 

1 .  The  seeds  of  another  war  are  latent  i 
the  decision  just  announced  because  of  t; 
rank  injustice  done  to  several  European  v- 
tims,  millions  of  whom  were  steadfast  in  th- 
resistance  to  Hitler. 

2.  We  have  effected  the  defeat  of  one  rrl 
dictator  only  to  install  a  keener  and  more  (G 
termined  one  as  the  arbiter  of  Europe's  dest  / 
for  generations  to  come. 

3.  We  have  paid  lip  service  to  the  prinj 
pies  of  the  Atlantic  Charter,  while  grossly  v- 
lating   them    in  effect. 

Finally  it  may  have  been  highly  dramcS 
to  announce  the  Crimean  results  to  the  wed 
on  Lincoln  Day.  I  consider  it  most  improp  . 
The  great  American  Liberator  held  to  his  \6e4 
and  suffered  for  them.  He  meant  what  9 
said  when  he  promised  a  government  OF,  E', 
AND  FOR  THE  PEOPLE.  We  sorely  neecs 
Lincoln  today,  a  great,  courageous  statesm 
who  will  not  fear  to  rise  soon  and  brand  Stal 
and  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  as  the  present  leading  ;l 
gressors   among   the    nations  of   the   world. 

There  was  a  joyous  celebration  in  Moscv 
last  night,  ending  with  the  triumphant  singi] 
of  the  Communist  "Internationale,"  "The  Sr 
Spangled  Banner"  and  "God  Save  the  Kin<' 
They  might  well  have  added:  "God  help  I- 
land,  Yugoslavia  and  the  rest  of  Europe' 
Perhaps  He  is  waiting  for  several  million  fr I 
influential  and  patriotic  Americans  to  lei 
a  hand.

SJJ?  When  the  American  troops  poured  into 
Manila  recently  and  freed  the  Japanese  pris- 
oners there,  they  found  among  them  two 
alumni,  Rev.  Robert  M.  Sullivan,  O.M.I.,  '36, 
and  Rev.  Bernard  F.  Doucette,  S.J.,  '19.  Father 
Sullivan  had  gone  to  Manila  just  after  ordina- 
tion in  1941.  Father  Doucette  had  been  in 
Manila  some  time  before  being  captured  in 
1942.  There  had  been  some  uncertainty  about 
Rev.  Vincent  I.  Kennally,  S.J.,  '18,  but  it  is 
now  known  that  he  is  also  free.  Just  before 
this  his  relatives  had  received  word  from  him 
from  a  prison  camp.  No  word  has  been  re- 
ceived from  the  former  dean  of  Freshman,  Rev.

Terence  L.  Connolly,  S.J.    Bruce  1944 

The  Catholic  reading  public  in 
general,  and  Boston  College  men  in 
particular,  should  welcome  the  Rev- 
erend Terence  L.  Connolly's  most 
recent  book,  "Francis  Thompson:  In 
His  Paths."  Long  recognized  as  the 
foremost  American  authority  on 
Thompson,  Father  Connolly  has  now 
produced  a  work  that  should  take  its 
place  as  a  companion  volume  to  his 
scholarly  "Poems  of  Francis  Thomp- 
son." 

Too  many  intelligent  persons,  and 
especially  too  many  graduates  of 
Catholic  colleges,  are  unaware  of  the 
substance,  the  beauty,  the  spirituality 
of  Thompson's  works  Too  many 
think  of  Thompson  as  the  author  of 
but  one  poem,  "The  Hound  of  Heav- 
en." True,  it  would  be  glory  enough 
for  any  man  to  be  acclaimed  for  the 
philosophic  insight  and  the  majestic 
phrasing  of  what  the  late  Professor 
William  Lyon  Phelps  declared  to  be 
"one  of  the  great  poems  of  the 
twentieth  century."  But  Thompson 
has  given  us  much  more.  He  has 
given  us  a  plentitude  of  verse  that  is 
notable  for  both  content  and  form; 
verse  that  varies  from  the  simplicity 
of  his  "Ex  Ore  Infantium"  to  the 
magnificence  of  the  "Orient  Ode,' 
"An  Anthem  of  Earth,"  and  "The 
Hound  of  Heaven";  verse  in  which, 
as  Father  Connolly  remarks,  "the

lompson  excited  an  interest  so 
mpathetic,  so  ardent,  so  scholarly, 
id  so  fruitful  that  today  the  name 
Terence  L.  Connolly  must  be 
nked   with    that   of   Wilfrid    Meynell 

the  hearts  of  all  who  know  and 
ve  Francis  Thompson.  That  num- 
;r  will  inevitably  be  increased  by 
le  circulation  of  Father  Connolly's 
)ok. 

So  easy,  graceful,  and  genial  is 
le  style  that  one  feels  almost  as  if 
le  were  by  the  side  of  the  author 
;  he  visits  the  persons  and  places 
itimately  associated  with  the  life 
F  the  poet.  Yet  the  book  is  far 
ore    than   a    pleasant   travelogue    or 


a  series  of  character  sketches.  It  is 
a  glowing  revelation  of  the  person- 
ality of  one  who  as  a  student  knew 
disappointment  and  failure;  one  who 
suffered  a  "nightmare-time"  of  des- 
titution in  the  cheerless  streets  of 
London;  one  who  was  rescued  from 
his  tragic  plight  in  a  manner  so  un- 
expected, so  dramatic,  so  poignant, 
that  one  can  readily  concur  in  Father 
Connolly's  belief  that  the  happy 
event  was  "chiefly  the  result  of  the 
intercession  of  the  Mother  of  Sor- 
rows"; one  who  was  redeemed  from 
misery  by  the  solicitude  of  the  lov- 
able Wilfrid  Meynell  and  his  family; 
one  whose  subsequent  years  amid 
the  consoling  peace  of  Storrington 
and  Pantasaph  gave  us  a  wealth  of 
precious  verse,  the  coinage  of  a  great 
soul  inspired  by  Christ  and  His 
Blessed  Mother. 

All     these    phases    of    Thompson's 


life  are  vividly  depicted  by  Father 
Connolly.  Skillfully  and  appropri- 
ately blended  into  the  narrative  are 
quotations  from  the  poet,  a  device 
that  prompts  an  even  more  apprecia- 
tive re-reading  of  many  of  Thomp- 
son's masterpieces.  Another  satis- 
fying feature  of  the  book  is  the 
author's  incidental  but  accurate  ap- 
praisal of  various  phases  of  English 
history  affecting  the  Church.  Apart 
from  the  author's  detailed  and  su- 
perlative characterization  of  Thomp- 
son, the  most  memorable  passages 
are  those  in  which  he  describes  his 
visits  with  the  aging  but  still  mentally 
alert  Wilfrid  Meynell,  the  instrument 
of   Thompson's    rehabilitation. 

The  book  deserves  wide  circulation, 
not  only  because  of  the  merit  of  its 
subject,  but  also  because  of  its 
scholarly  style.
